8. Technical and Agricultural Education . 

It has not been found possible, unfortunately, to expend in this 
direction, much as it is desired to * so. A grant has again been 
made to the School of Ceramics in Jerusalem for the training of 
craftsmen. The School of ' eaving, contrary to expectation, has not 
been reopened. The School of Agriculture in Tulkarem remains for the 
present more or less in ? state of abeyance orring to lack of funds. 

A capable Principal has however been recently appointed, and locrl

The total number of schools actually receiving a grant in 1923-24 
amounts to 244, withja school population of 20840. Owing to the 
refusal of the grant by certain governing bodies of the Christian 
and i-oslem communities, the average grant per nupil as paid in the 
first instalment amounted to D T.22, and in the second instalment 
rill reach about PT.25. The number of loslem private schools is small. 

8. Non-Covernment Schools. 

Friendly relations continue to exist between the Department and 
the various unofficial organisations, missionary and otherwise, which 
support schools throughout the country. 

Applications hatte been frequently received in the pest from non- 
(jovernment schools for the endorsement by the Department of certificates 
issued to students leaying school. Experience proved that to comply 
in all cases was neither possible nor desirable, and yet to refuse 
assistance might be misinterpreted. A new system, found to be 
satisfactory to all pp.rties, has been inaugurated this year, by which 
tho school itself, after careful inspection and examination of its 
activities, deceives & certificate from the Department testifying to 
its curriculum and standard. Such certificates have been issued to 
the Hebrew Gymnasia at Jerusalem and 7ol- viv. An Islamic Theological

6. 


College has been opened under the auspices of the Supreme Moslem 
Council, situated in the precincts of the Haram al-Sharif. This is 
a new and important development. Apart from two similar but more 
modest Colleges at Acre and Hebron, it is the only Moslem institution 
of the kind in Palestine. Its object is to train students for the 
profession of "imams" and mudarresin" in mosques, and "qadis" in 
religious courts. A library containing some anci«nt and valuable 
Arabic manuscripts, and a small but interesting Arab museum in 
connection with the repairs to the Dome of the Rock, has also been 
opened under the same auspices. 

Four new schools have been opened during the year under the auspices 
of the Education Department of the Palestine Zionist Executive, while 
the Hebrew Workmen's education committee has takdn over and 
considerably enlarged the "work-play-study" school at Tel-Aviv. l* ork 
has begun on Gray Kill House, situated on .Mount Scopus, which is being 
rebuilt and equipped for the purpose of accommodating the first 
science institutes of the Hebrew University, with a view to initiating 
research and post-graduate study in chemistry and micro-biology. The 
Hebrew University Library is -steadily developing, and a special medical 
branch has been foiled thin year. Arrangements are being completed 
to open the Hebrew Technical In&tute at Haifa during the year 1924. 

In Jerusalem, th? Latin Patriarch has opened an institution known 
ss the Patriarchal University, which however at present is little

9. Examinations by Foreign Bodies , 

Various examinations for external students of the University 

i 

of London and of the London Association of Accountants have been 
held at the Jerusalem centre under the supervision of the Department. 

10. Teachers' Examinations . 

Lower and Higher Teachers' Certificate Examinations for teachers 
in Government schools were held during the summer. Thirty six 
candidates were examined for the Higher Certificate, and only four 
passed, exclusive of one who received a special certificate in 

* 

Arabic and lioslem religion only. For the Lower Certificate, one 
hundred and twenty five candidates were examined, but only nine 
passed. The candidates included six women teachers, of whom only 
one was successful. These results appear to be more unsatisfactory 
than in previous years, but t^o reasons may be given in explanation: 
first, the standard is certainly higher than formerly, and, second, 
nost of the better teachers have already passed either one or the 
other examination. 

11. Civil Service Examination . 

The Civil Service examination was again held during the summer 

_ • 3 

for clerks in the apprentice grade, and for outside candidates 
desirous of entering the Government service. The candidates 
originally numbered 213, including 45 not in Government service; 
of these only 159 attended, and 42 passed, of whom 34 were 
Government officials, and 8 were outside candidates.

.2. Language Examination s for Officip-ls . 

Elementary examinations for Government officials in Arabic 
and Hebrew were held in April. Of the twenty nine candidates who 
attended the Elementary Arabic examination seventeen passed, while 
in the Elementary Hebrew examination eight attended, of whom six 
passed. An Advanced Examination in Arabic was also held in April: 
four candidates entered, of whom one passed. 

13. Education Committees . 

Local education committees continue in several provincial 
centres under the presidency of the District Governor or his 
representative. The District Inspector of Education is an 
ex-officio member: the others are nominated. Their functiond are 
consultative only. Great local interest continues to exist in 
education, and the work of these committees has been undoubtedly 
beneficial. 

14. Spouting . 

The Baden-Powell Boy Scouts' Association has now eighteen 
troops, with a total of 650 scouts, all iioslem or Christian. The 
number df troops has decreased by four since 1922, but the number 
of scouts is approximately the same. Two courses for scouters were 
held during the summer, one for Cubmasters, on the hount of Olives, 
attended by 30 , and the other for Scoutmasters, in Acre, attended 
by 17. All those who attended were Government schoolmasters. The 
Director of Education, who is Commissioner of the Association, 

^ t 

attended the training camp at Gillwell Park, near London, during 
the summer, and has subsequently been appointed Camp Ehief for 
Palestine. The two Assistant Commissioners, one Arab and one 
British, both of whem had qualified at Gillwell in previous years, 
have been appointed Deputy Camp Chiefs. 




. ’he 1'ebrew Boy Scouts' Association organized a training camp for 
Jewish Scoutmasters on Jiount Carmel in /ugust. iir.A. S. Picton, the 
British Assistant Commissioner of the Baden Powell Association, 
undertook to act as Camp Chief and Instructor. The camp was attended 
by 32 scoutmasters, mostly schoolmasters, and proved successful. 

Since then, troops have been in process of formation. 

The Girl-Guide movement has revived among certain sections of the 
Jewish and Christian communities, and promises to be more successful 
than in the past. Lady Clayton is new/ Commissioner for Palestine. 

A company of Guides has been started at the 'omen's Training College 
.consisting of four iioslems and eight Christians. They are to train 
as Patrol Leaders, so that when they graduate they raa.y extend the 
movement in other towns in Palestine. 

15. Games and Athletics . 

Football continues to be popular in all town schools for boys and 
even in some of the village schools. The ken's Training College has 
had a particularly successful season. The Government Schools' Sports 
meeting was again held in June, fer the third year in succession, at 
which representatives from all town schools took part. A challenge 
shield and two challenge cups were presented, and 
for. Net-ball has been introduced into the 'omen's Training College, 
which was successful in winning in the first year of the competition 
the challenge shield presented by Lady Samuel for Jerusalem and 
District Girls' Schools. Net-ball teams have also been organized in j 
various Elementary Girls' Schools by graduates from the '"omen's I

U. Health and Hygiene . 

The Department of Health continues to co-operate with the 
Department in the inspection of school children, and in taking 
curative and preventive measures with regard to diseases generally. 
Lectures by Medical Officers on Health and School Hygiene are also 
given to the teaching staff of Government schools from time to time. 
The educational authorities regard this work as of supreme importance, 
and every effort is made by the inspectorate and the school staff 
to assist the medical authorities. There can be no doubt that the gsur 
general health of children in Government schools has greatly 
improved, but progress is seriously handicapped by the unhygienic 
conditions of the home and the ignorance of parents. 


17. Arbor Day . 

The ceremony of Arbor Day, instituted for the first time in 
19?2, was again held this year. i r ith the co-operation of the 
Department of Agriculture, 1034C trees were planted in or near v o 
grounds of Government schools by the pupils themselves. The 
responsibility for tending the trees rests with the school, each 
generation of children handing them on in good condition to their 
successors. A similar day is also held in the Jewish schools 


throughout the country.

The students rope selected by the Department of ‘.ducation from among 
members of its own staff. The course at the University will be from 
three to fopr years, according to the class of admission, leading 
to the B.A. degree. Two of the scholars were admitted on their 


qualifications direct to the Sophomore class, one to the Freshman 
class, and one to the Preparatory year. The aim underlying the scheme 


is t 


o provide the secondary schools with moro efficient and bettor 


qualified masters. The ^en's Training College in Jerusalem was never 


intended, in its present stage of development, to coco with more 
than the training of teachers for elementary schools, and it has 
long been felt that a University education, including some specialized 
instruction in thw theory and practice of teaching, should be a 
’3inc qua non* of candidates for posts in secondary schools. A throe 
years 1 course at a European university cannot at present bo provided 
for Government scholars owing to lack of funds, while the University 
of Beirut, from its nroximitv to Palestine, its moderate char™a. 


and its unique experience in the education of Arabic-speaking students 

offers certain definite advantages. The authorities at Beirut have 

lost generously co-opcratcd in making special arrangements for the

admission and training of Palestinian students at a very reasonable-

cost. The scheme is still in its experimental stage, but there is 
every reason to hone that it will prove successful.
